Recreational 
facilities report 
due out in August

PELHAM — Don’t expect 
to see a draft of a report on 
the future of recreational 
facilities for Pelham before 

Following a closed meet¬ 
ing Wednesday, Ward 3 
Coun. John Durley, chair of 
town council’s recreational 
facilities committee, said a 
confidential draft of the com¬ 
mittee’s final report won’t go 
town council’s general com¬ 
mittee until then. 

A timetable for release of 
the report and for public 
open houses on it will be 
presented at the Monday’s 
town council meeting, said 

Last weeks’ a three- 
hour closed meeting dealt 
with questions from Ward 
1 Coun. Larry Clark and 
Mayor Dave Augustyn, and 
other committee members. 

The report will go to 
council’s general committee 
in August, partly to ensure 
everyone with an interest in 
recreational issues, such as 
building a community com¬ 
plex. will have an opportunity 
to see it and comment.

Many people will be away 
on holidays during the 
summer, explained Durley. 

The town will hold two 
open houses, on at each end 
of the town, in September. 

After those meetings, town 
council and staff will assess 
public reaction and com¬ 
ments on the report. 

A final report would then 
be drawn up and accepted by 
council. 

“We want to get it done in 
time for preparation of the 
2012 capital budget,” said 
Durley. “That would start in 
November.” 

Originally, it was hoped 
to have a draft report, which 
would include comments on 
a community centre and pos¬ 
sible twin-pad arena, ready 
for last fall. 

However, it was delayed 
by the October municipal 
election. 

That was followed by a 
change in membership of 
the committee following the 
election. 

Newly elected Clark and 
Ward 2 Coun. Catherine King 
joined the committee. It also 
includes Durley, Mayor Dave 
Augustine as an ex offico 
member and senior town 
staff. 

appointed in 2008 to review 
the recreational needs of the 
town and suggest projects for 
the future. 

It brought back an interim 


report in 2009. It led to a 
wider study that would 
include cost estimates and 
long-term plans. This final 
report is the one now in the 
confidential draft stage. 

Durley said the recreational 
facilities committee is talking 
about more issues and facili¬ 
ties than a possible recreation 

“It involves the Steve Bauer 
trails, the arena, soccer fields, 
ball fields, parks, the Old 
Pelham Town Hall, the swim¬ 
ming pool and a lot of other 
things,” he said. 

Among ideas referred to 
the committee over the past 
couple of years are a recre¬ 
ation centre, twin-pad arena, 
community and medical 
centre, and sharing recre¬ 
ational resources with neigh¬ 
bouring communities such 
as Welland and Thorold. 

The delay of its final report 
is both bad and good, Durley 

The time taken to bring the 
new members up to date and 
deal with various issues they 
raise will strengthen the final 
result, he said. 

“I think the public will be 
pleased with what we finally 
come up with,” he said. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said 
the committee will want exten¬ 
sive input from the public. 

He said the report will relate 
to a secondary zoning plan 
for the East Fonthill housing 
development and the Pelham 
Official Plan. They will also go 
to the public in the fall. 


He said the town will prob¬ 
ably zone a 32-acre property 
at Bice and Regional Rd. 20 as 
"mixed use” so as not to delay 
the secondary or official plans. 

Any major project, such 
as a recreation centre, would 
require funding from upper 
levels of government, he said. 

When and if that money 
becomes available would affect 
the timing of such a project 


“With the play grounds, for 
example, we thought it would 
take years,” he said about a 
replacement of equipment 
However, federal and pro¬ 
vincial infrastructure funds 
last year allowed the town to 
upgrade nine parks in one 
year. 

The recreational facilities 
committee was one of three 
special committees set up by 


the previous town council in 
2008. 

The other two dealt with 
more immediate projects: a 
new Fenwick fire station and 
a replacement for the Maple 
Acre branch of the Pelham 
Public Library. 

The fire station committee 
has wrapped up its work with 
the construction of a new sta¬ 
tion, which will open in June. 


A replacement of the Maple 
Acre library branch has been 
stalled by a change in com¬ 
mittee membership. It is also 
waiting for the Ward 1 bye¬ 
lection. The new town coun¬ 
cillor is expected to sit as a

But compared to “Times Square” 
informing you that you are smack in 
the heart of the great metropolis of 
NorthPelham, Justplain 'Avondale” 


sure lacks romance. 

Kinda disappointing. 

And now here we are barely a half 
dozen years past that distress-causing 
event, and here we go again. 

More changes. 

This latest was discovered three 
days ago when Arnie hopped into

The annual Artists Studio 
Tour will remain compact 
for visitors but will draw art¬ 
ists from a wider area.

Public speaking awards honour two local veterans 


Pelham Centre Public 
School remembers years 
of service to the cause of 
remembrance. 

It has named two public 
speaking awards after Bud 
Ker and Jim Summersides. 

The two Second World 
War veterans and members 
of Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch 613 became regulars 
at local school Remembrance 


They organized and pro¬ 
moted the legion's poetry, 
essay, poster and public 
speaking contests by visit¬ 
ing schools and talking to 
students. 

'Tve been teaching for 35 
years, mosdy in Pelham, and 
these gentlemen have been 
there bringing the message to 
remember,” those who died 
in war, said principal Ken 
Gennings. 

“It was time that we recog¬ 
nize that dedication.” 

Last week, Summersides 
and Bud Ker’s daughter, 
Nancy Angle, presented the 
Jim Summersides Junior 
Public Speaking Award to 
Ethan Fawcett and the Bud 
Ker Public Speaking Award to 
Lucas Steingart 

Fawcett spoke about John 


Lennon and Steigart about 
self-esteem in their winning 
speeches. 

Ker died at 88 in March 
2010 and this was the second 
presentation of the award. 

The Second World War 
Spitfire pilot who won the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, 
was a teacher and later prin¬ 
cipal of Pelham District High 
School. 

“He had a longtime interest 
in education and especially in 
remembrance activities,” said 
Angle. 

“He never said much about 
what happened in the war 
although occasionally some¬ 
thing would slip out,” she 
said. “I read the letters he sent 
home, which give you a feel¬ 
ing for the time." 

Summersides served with 
the 1st Special Service Force a 
Canadian-American unit that 
became known as the Devil’s 
Brigade. 

“Bud was my hero,” he said 
about his partner who guided 
the organization and co-ordi¬ 
nation of the legion’s school 
program. 

Summersides, 87, said it is 
always a challenge to talk to 
students about the need to 
remember those who served 
and what they died for. 

However, “with wars in 
Afghanistan, Iran, Iraq and 


such places” more people are 
now able to relate to what vet¬ 
erans tell them, he added. 

“I do it for all my friends 
I left behind," he said. “And 
for all those I have met since 

Gennings said many teach¬ 
ers, let alone students, are 
too young to have much con¬ 
nection to the world wars 
but the memories do stay 
alive through people like 
Summersides and Ker. 

“We are fortunate in Pelham 
to have a close relationship 
between the schools and the 
Canadian Legion branch. It’s 
part of being a small town.” 

Angle said you don’t see 


that in larger communities 
such as Niagara Falls where 
she works. 

Standing outside Pelham 
Centre after the presentation, 
Summersides reflected on it. 
Too often remembrance is for¬ 
gotten on Nov. 12. 

“You should wear the poppy 
365 days of the year, and 366 
during leap year,” he said. 

“When I came back after 
the war I promised myself to 
remember all those we left 
behind, not for their good, but 
for the good of all the other
